The budget for Marin County 
Government

crowd 19 million dollars. 
The tax rate for services in 
the largest single governm ent­ 
al entity in the c o u n t y has 
risen sharply during the past 
two years, but County Adm in­ 
istrator Alait Bruce has pledged 
- himself to make a heroic effort 
to hold the line this year. 
It may take a heroic eflort. 
The county owes itself money 
borrowed this year because it 
ran short in some programs. It 
also owes the cities money it 
had to borrow'. 
Also, the county board of su ­ 
pervisors have as much as is 
l e g a l l y possible, committed 
themselves to some new pro­ 
grams, which may be costly 
next year and are sure to be 


even m ore costly in following 
years. 
In addition, the County E m ­ 
ployees Assn. has promised to 
push for a 5 p e r cent increase 
for the more than 700 county 
employees. The average salary 
paid now in county governm ent 
is $555. 
The future is not so bleak as 
it might be, however. Adminis­ 
trator Bruce, County Auditor- 
Controller Michael Mitchell and 
Treasurer-Tax Collector Stanley 
J. Fontez agree that the budget 
could probably be increased to 
18.5 million dollars without a 
tax increase. 
They all say, however, th at 


this figure is the outside limit, 
and any further increase would 
mean property tax boosts. One 
cent on the property tax rate 
raises about $35,000 county- 
wide.

Limantour Split Area 


Due $247,000 Work 


The Pnited States govern-, 
nient has plans to spend $247,- 
500 starting in .Inly on pre­ 
liminary development of the 
Limantour Spit area of the 
Point Reyes National Seashore, 
according to S u p t . Fred W., 
Hinnewies. 
The work will include .7 of 
a mile of road, parking for 
300 cars, a 100-unit picnic area, 
comfort stations, and a bath 
house, uUhties and lifeguard 
stations. 
Hinnewies said, a swimming 
beach on the lagoon on the 
north side of the sand spit, a 
marina, campgrounds, a food 
concession and possihtv a fi.~h- 
ing pier will be added soon, al­ 
though specific plans for these 
have not been drawn. 
The information was con­ 
tained in a letter from the park 
superintendent to Marin Coun­ 
ty F*ublic Works Director Don­ 
ald R. Frost 
Frost had been 
instructed by the board of su­ 
pervisors to find out about de­ 
velopments in the area after 
residents n e a r b y complained 


that tourists were being invited 
in without adequate advance 
preparation. 
“ The Seashore entrance road 
that will connect from near Sir 
Francis Drake Boulevard to the 
Limantour Spit road is ready 
for s u r V e y now," Binnewies 
wrote. 
"Construction will depend on 
the results of the survey and 
the time required for design 
and land acquisition. It will be 
no later than 1967 fiscal year 
and possibly sooner."

Alcatraz 


SAN FRANCISCO m — A 
series of wooden stakes dotted ^ 
the landscape on Alcatraz Is­ 
land today, the remnants of a 
swift Indian raid to lay claim to 
the deserted rockv island in the 
middle of San Francisco Bay. 
Five full-blooded Sioux In­ 
dians. wearing c e r e m o n i a l 
headdresses and carrying pro­ 
visions for 30 days, landed on 
the island under a bright sun 
yesterday and claimed the ter­ 
ritory for their tribe. 
The five warriors calmly ig­ 
nored demands by the caretak­ 
er warden of the abandoned 
federal ncnitentiarv that they 
leave and drove stake's into the 
rockv soil to make their claim 
formal.

Consider, if you will, the lowly want 
ad. 
It is the little atom of advertising. 
It is tiny and insignificant in appear­ 
ance, but it packs a mighty wallop. 
Harlow Curtice, one of General Mo­ 
tors’ most successful presidents, got his 
first job with the great auto manufac­ 
turing firm by answering a help wanted 
ad. 
The want ad pages— dignified now- 
days by designation as classified adver­ 
tising— are the people s market place 
where an individual with anything to 
sell is likely to find a buyer, and where 
almost any material want may be ful­ 
filled. 
This is National Want Ad Week and 
to observe it the l-.l offers individuals 
the opportunity to place want ads seven 
times for the regular price of only four 
insertions. 
This is done to acquaint even more 
people with the mighty wallop packed 
by the tiny and insignificant want ad. 
(it can ring your phone almost off the 
wall*) 
Last year, during March, the I-J 
printed 29.666 separate want ads. We’ll 
not be surprised if the total this month 
reaches 35.000. (Want ads were up 
about 5.000 per month during January 
and February this year.) 


Like Jack's Beanstalk 
Marin County has plenty of weeds to 
irritate the gardener.

The facts are:

It can be taken out 
at any time. It will have no 
commercials. It will compote

It will not show, and • 
would be foolish to show, the 
normal commercial television 
programs. No one would pay 
to see what he can see by not 
paying. It will show unusual 
programs in the cultural field:

and programs of specialized

His disclosures put the fin­ 
ger on at least five spy rings, 
one 
reputedly 
in a highly 
sensitive U.S. agency. 
Among those named by the 
former ranking KGB officer 
are scientists, key-placed gov­ 
ernment employees, business­ 
men and newspapermen — 
all allegedly members of a 
Russian espionage system in 
the Western Hemisphere. 


ARRESTS 
and 
dismissals 
from U.S.. British and French 
intelligence 
and 
diplomatic 
services are expected to fol­ 
low Nossenko’s revelations. 
Now in political asylum in 
the U. S.. he is being ex­

Central Intelligence Agency 
authorities. His defection and 
detailed

deemed so extraordinary by 
congressional

they have taken the unusual

care in 
safeguarding Nossenko.

Strom Thurmond 
holds the rank of major-gen­ 
eral in the Army and lie com­ 
mands an Army Reserve unit 
of 90 men on Capitol Hill, and 
Rep. William S. Maillard of 
California is captain of the 
75-man Navy unit, which in­ 
cludes Marine Col. George A. 
Smathers of Florida. 
Critics of the reserve sys­ 
tem insist that these members 
of Congress are no more than 
a 
high-powered 
lobby 
for 
their respective sendees and 
their only function is to get 
appropriations for the out­ 
fits 
whose 
uniforms 
they 
wear. 


WE WOULD like to defend 
these reserve officers because 
we feel they have been un­ 
justly vilified. Unfortunately, 
tor security reasons they can­ 
not defend themselves. But 
we are under no such wraps. 
Each resene unit at the 
Capitol has a definite military 
function far and above lob­ 
bying 
for 
their 
particular 
sen ice. 
For example, the 9.999th 
Air Reserve Squadron has an 
important role to play in the 
defense of our country. It is 
not generally known, but un­ 
derneath the Capitol in spe­ 
cially 
constructed 
hangars 
are 36 F-105 fighter planes.

What appears to be a real 
feminine r e v o l u t i o n in the 
United States is now being felt 
in Mill Valley at the grass roots 
level. 
Evidence of this is the cur­ 
rent series of classes on “Un­ 
derstanding Today’s Woman— 
Sociologically, Psychologically 
and Theologically.” Sponsored 
by the Episcopal Church of Our 
Saviour and the Methodist and 
Community Churches in Mill 
Valley, the series of six Friday 
moning classes are held at the 
Community Church. 


THAT THERE really is such 
a revolution is clear from two 
nationwide phenomena. 
One is economic and political, 
in which efforts are b e i n g 
made to change the status of 
women as “second class citi­ 
zens.” This seems to have be­ 
gun with the appointment of 
a commission on the status of 
women, and most recently Pres­ 
ident Johnson followed up a 
declaration that his administra­ 
tion will not be a “ stag” gov­ 
ernm ent by appointment of 10 
women to high posts. 
The other phenomenon is so­ 
ciological a n d psychological, 
and centers around the role of 
w o m e n as housewives and 
mothers versus their roles as 
employees or career women.

NOW, AS IN the above de­ 
scribed course, women are be­ 
ginning to discuss among them ­ 
selves what all of this means in 
their own lives. In the classes 
at the Community Church an­ 
other dimension is added by 
i n c l u s i o n of the theological 
aspects. 


THE CLASSES are conducted 
by Muriel James, dean of the 
Layman’s School of Religion in 
Berkeley and an ordained min­ 
ister of the United Church of 
Christ. She holds a degree in 
history from the University of 
California, a bachelor of divin­ 
ity degree from the Church 
Divinity School of the Pacific, 
an Episcopal seminary, and is 
completing work on a doctorate 
in adult education at the Uni­ 
versity of California. 
The topics of discussion in 
the class visited were “Sin in 
the Gender Form ” and neuro­ 
tic needs for affection, power, 
prestige and possessions. 
Classes are so informal that 
any of the 20 members to which 
they are limited feels free to 
interrupt at any point with a 
question or disagreement with 
a particular statement. 
After the lecture members 
have coffee in four groups 
while they idscuss the day’s 
topic. Then they reconvene for 
further discussion. 
Assignments consist of read­ 
ing of much reference material 
in books and magazines and 
sometimes the women are ask­ 
ed to write a paper dealing 
with their own reactions.

Listed in the other t a b l e 
w e r e symptoms of feminine 
f o r m s of comparable s i n s , 
which Mrs. James said indi­ 
cated underdeveloped and self- 
negating personality. 
These were: (1) triviality (2) 
distractibility and diffuseness 
(3) lack of organization or focus 
(4) dependence on others for 
one’s own definition (5) toler­ 
ance at the expense of excel­ 
lence (6) inability to respect 
boundaries of privacy (7) sen­ 
timentality and cozy sociability 
and (8) mistrust of reason. 


THE T E A C H E R explained 
that the terms “masculine” and 
“feminine” are m e r e l y con­ 
venient ways of categorizing 
human characteristics, because 
each sex has elements of the 
other within it, adding that 
this is desirable. 
A lively discussion followed 
the presentation, with one wo­ 
man insisting the word “hu­ 
m an” should be used for these 
sins or faults rather than “mas­ 
culine” or “feminine.” 
After a similar consideration 
of neurotic needs for affection, 
p o w e r , prestige and posses­ 
sions, Mrs. J a m e s concluded 
with a discussion of hope— 
existential and theological. 
For the next assignment each 
class member was requested to 
bring to the next session a list 
of things she wants most in 
life. 


SO POPULAR and highly re­ 
commended to others has this 
series of classes been that a 
new series that will go more 
deeply into the same questions 
will start on April 10.

I gave 
you two aces, and 1 had never 
opened my mouth. Yet you still 
couldn’t make your contract. If 
you ran your business the way 
you bid, we’d be in the poor* 
house in no time.” 
And South, who was partner­ 
ed by his wife, would simply 
have to sit still and answer, 
“Yes, angel.” 


RAY OF LIGHT 
Just as South was consider­ 
ing this horrible fate he saw a 
ray of light. He took the first 
trick in dummy with the ace 
of spades, discarding a heart 
from his hand, and led a low 
heart from dummy to the sec­ 
ond trick. 
East followed with the seven 
of hearts, and South played the 
ten. West won with the jack of 
hearts and led another spade, 
forcing South to ruff. 
Naturally, South ruffed with 
the eight of diamonds. 


HEART TO DUMMY 
Declarer led his last heart 
to dummy, ruffed a heart with 
the nine of diamonds, cashed 
the ace of diamonds and led 
the low diamond to dum m y’s 
seven Now he could cash dum ­ 
my’s last heart, discarding one 
of the losing clubs. 
The sharp-eyed reader has 
noticed, of course, that E a s t 
could defeat the contract by 
stepping up with the queen of 
hearts at the second trick. 
East must then lead a club. 
All very true, but not many de­ 
fenders 
w o u l d 
be 
clever 
enough to do this at the table. 
And this is why bridge is an 
overbidder’s game.
